ONE Connections and Other Details

This document catalogs every connection and theory in ONE to my knowledge, as well as other 
relevant details. 


Other important sources of information include the Plane Database, the ONE Wiki, and Cheesy 
Hfj's (referred henceforth as Isaac) YouTube channel. However, information from Isaac himself 
is known to be unreliable, opting to maintain the mystique behind his show. 


Titles in bold are finished unless conflicting information surfaces. 


Motif legend 
Radio static and other related imagery 

Confirmed in ONE 14 to be related to Airy's method of teleportation. Incidentally, one of 
Isaac's influences is Radiohead. 
Colored-in eyes during intros and outros 

The most common motif in ONE is used to represent knowledge of the truth. During 
intros and outros, characters will have their eyes colored in (when they normally are not) when 
they possess truths related to the show's nature. This motif is first used for Stone's first 
appearance and is seen throughout the rest of the show. 
Water-related concepts 

It remains unknown the importance of water in the show. Most of the contestants from 
season one and two of ONE live near bodies of water. Bryce has been confirmed to have 
thalassophobia, an irrational fear of large bodies of water. Liam drowned during the challenge in 
ONE 6 and was taken to the Waiting Room with its floor covered in water. The smokestack 
depicted on Stone's notes is near a body of water. Liam and Airy both fall off the waterfall bridge 
in the Plane world. 
The Waiting Room 

The Waiting Room is a purgatory, exactly replicated in every universe, with its 
appearance designed to match a person's happiest or most significant memory. Its appearance 
can also be an endless plane covered in a thin layer of water. On one wall are two chairs with a 
radio placed on a table between, a method of teleportation between universes. Most people opt 
to move beyond this plane, but some, including Julien and Airy, attempt to use this radio. 

Many of the songs used in the soundtrack use the EarthBound (known in Japan as 
Mother 2) soundfont.

These are nothing more than a running gag. 


ONE Teaser Trailer #1 

0:23 - The moment Taylor was teleported to the Plane. 

Other information: Taylor discusses her experience with a customer, revealing she has a job in 
retail. This is confirmed in ONE 12. The person on the other side of the phone is Charise, 
Taylor's friend (see ONE Investigations: Charise Lantigne). 


ONE 1 (Freefall) 
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0:58 - The moment Liam was teleported to the Plane. 

1:57 - The moment Charlie was teleported to the Plane. Radio static plays during his 
teleportation. This is confirmed to either be caused by the radio in (EMWEIneMaee (see ONE 
6) or a similar radio (see ONE 14). 

2:07 - The Sun emits radio static and appears distorted. 

3:02 - When Airy speaks for the first time, his voice is distorted which indicates the use of a 
microphone. Moments later, this is confirmed as you can hear him adjusting the gain on a 
microphone (see ONE 8 and 17). 

3:29 - Liam asks if ONE is an acronym but Bryce interrupts Airy before he can explain its 
meaning. Its meaning remains unknown, possibly irrelevant. 

5:11 - Airy mentions various wishes the contestants may choose. Charlotte is shown for "riches", 
a reference to either her greed or financial needs (confirmed to be her wish in ONE 17). It 
remains unknown why Taylor is shown for "immortality". 

8:31 - Liam and Bryce exchange their locations which would prove to be vital information in 
ONE 9. 

8:44 - Amelia concludes the first challenge was made specifically for her. Later challenges 
would have strong connections to certain contestants. 

9:46 - Airy explains that the competition may take a few weeks or a few months. This is 
confirmed to be false in ONE 13, as Liam was in the Plane for seven months. 

11:50 - The moment Whippy Creamy was teleported to the Plane. It is unknown why this second 
group character was shown first. 


ONE 2 (Just Tripped) 

1:24 - Airy reveals he did not count the votes, implying he chose to eliminate Charlie instead of 
Liam, likely out of pity. His control over the votes would be suggested by Stone in ONE 4 and 
confirmed in ONE 17. 

5:15 - The moments Subway Seat, Bassy, Airline Food, Tray, Contact Lens, and Whippy 
Creamy were teleported to the Plane. 


5:20 - In the background is a poster of the album Jxeimaateaa ances). Isaac, the creator 
of ONE, is openly influenced by R¥eleatee). Additionally, there is a poster for the album 
Tina mrldvekacees. Incidentally, their song is the namesake for Reflect. 
13:45 - The moment Charlie was returned to reality. The sound of wind plays in the background 
along with the sound of footsteps, likely Alice. 


ONE 3 (Screwball) 

0:54 - The recording of Taylor's voice has a different quality than before. A possibility was that 
her elimination was planned for the sake of her voice actor, TAFFYMARZI, but she later voices 
Taylor in ONE Investigations: Charise Lantigne. 

1:22 - Taylor explains to Amelia that her life is bland, possibly because of her family life (see 
ONE 3). 

2:01 - Airy explains that he does not know where the third batch of contestants come from. Each 
of these contestants were teleported from random universes (see ONE 14). 

2:25 - Texty is introduced with the sentence "how to say carnitas in spanish" [sic], the last 
sentence Bradley attempted to type on her computer (see ONE 11). 

3:21 - Abstracty demonstrates their ability to imitate the appearance and personality of others. 
They also know information not yet revealed by other people. This ability is later used to 
foreshadow Airy's physical appearance (see ONE 4). 

3:38 - Abstracty appears to be unable to explain Liam's personality or life in any detail. 

3:44 - The first signs of dissociation in Liam. 

4:02 - Stone appears to be omniscient which proves to be important for events in later episodes. 
4:14 - Abstracty imitates Charlotte by pointing out her need to feel superior and desire to 
manipulate others, especially her friends (see ONE 5). 

4:28 - Abstracty further explains that Charlotte is "compulsively violent". Her compulsive nature 
is the cause of her condition and likely the reason for her jail time (see ONE 12). 

5:18 - Circle attempts to leave the competition area but is teleported immediately. This is to hide 
the other side of the Plane (see ONE 8). 

5:38 - After Airy attempts to activate the music for ONE, Stone immediately realizes one of the 
contestants is in danger. Moments later, a tape recorder falls from the sky onto the spot where 
Bryce was standing. This may have been used to foreshadow the importance of his 
omniscience. The tape recorder is also relevant as this was Airy's only solace (see ONE 17). 
6:52 - Stone prevents Amelia from joining his team. All four characters which remain on the 
team are relevant to the events beyond ONE 9. 

11:25 - Stone appears distressed at the idea of Amelia's team being up for elimination and 
forces one of its members to complete the challenge. 

14:45 - A reversed piano note plays in the background as Stone looks upwards at Airy. 


ONE 4 (Walls) 

0:02 - This scene appears to be from the other side of the Plane based on the direction and 
color of the grass (see ONE 8). In the background is the sound of static and clicking. In ONE 17, 
it becomes clear these sounds are from Airy operating his computer. 

1:09 - Abstracty attempts to imitate an unknown character. When Airy starts speaking, Abstracty 
reverts to their original shape. In ONE 17, the character was confirmed to have been Airy. 


2:39 - Stone immediately begins writing notes in relation to the competition (see ONE 9). 
3:41 - Stone realizes they need more sticky notes. 

4:29 - Stone hastily places the notes inside of Liam. These notes were written specifically for 
Liam to use after his elimination (see ONE 8), being the only character with built-in storage. 
5:38 - Stone's eyes appear colored in, a motif for knowledge of the truth. 

7:09 - Stone reveals Airy has true control over the eliminations (confirmed in ONE 17). 


ONE 5 (Rhetorical Molds) 

0:00 - The title of ONE 5 appears to be a play on "rhetorical modes". Its relevance is unknown. 
0:12 - The sound of coughing from an unknown character, possibly Airy. 

1:53 - Charlotte reveals one of her hobbies is cave exploring, a hobby she usually did with 
friends, such as Parker. 

2:25 - The source of Charlotte's mold was from exploring the Silo Cavern. She claims the 
workers in the cave never warned her of the presence of mold. Parker later reveals this to be 
false. 

3:25 - Charlotte explains that she told her friends she could pay for her expensive medical 
treatment. After her friends helped her to pay for this treatment, she believed this act of 
kindness was a form of pity and a way to humiliate her. 

4:44 - Liam and Bryce's eyes appear colored in, a motif for knowledge of the truth. They both 
know Amelia is unlikely to be eliminated with Airy in control of the votes. 

5:14 - The background music, (see 5:52), has a similar sound to 
CEESiteem ss axteleaert). Both songs are heavily inspired by jazz, with 
in particular featuring a jazz band known as the Humphrey Lyttelton Band. 
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8:44 - The moment Charlotte was teleported to the Plane. 


ONE 6 (La Salle D'attente) 

0:00 - The title of ONE 6 means GMWentneheeleam in French. In the description is the sentence 
"quelqu'un périt" or "someone perishes", a reference to Liam's death in this episode. The choice 
of French is in reference to Julien (see ONE 12). 

1:15 - Liam and Bryce's eyes appear colored in, a motif for knowledge of the truth. 

1:55 - Liam and Bryce attempt to explain to Amelia that the votes are fake but Airy interrupts 
them before they can finish. The challenge created may have been Airy specifically preventing 
them from telling the truth. Airy may have known Liam would drown from being unable to swim 
and Bryce would be paralyzed from fear. 

2:44 - Bryce appears paralyzed from fear, later revealed to be connected to his thalassophobia 
(see ONE 12). 

3:35 - This area, thus referred to as [EMMNENINeMAteem, is a vast region of space designed to 
match any person's happiest or most impactful memory. This space is a purgatory for everyone 
who dies, replicated for each universe. 

4:00 - The character sitting in the right chair is Julien, a contestant from a previous iteration of 
ONE. His lifeless expression is possibly caused by a ten year isolation from the real world (see 
ONE 12). The radio static playing in the background is reused in ONE 12. 


4:39 - Liam experiences dissociation upon being resurrected. As of ONE 14, its effect on other 
resurrected beings is unknown and may not be the same for each. The outro music is heavily 
distorted and his eyes appear colored in. This is a motif for knowledge of the truth. 

5:56 - Liam mentions that Julien was switching between radio stations on a radio which only 
played static. As confirmed in ONE 14, this radio is used as a method of teleportation between 
different universes. 

6:22 - Liam tells Bryce that it's been a while since he hasn't felt "scatterbrain". His word choice 
becomes meaningful in ONE 9. 

6:37 - Liam realizes the grass points towards the Sun (see ONE 8). 


ONE 7 (Starting Over) 

0:54 - Behind Bryce is an unknown coworker, confirmed to be a bottle of white glue (see ONE 
Investigations: Kylie Harding). 

1:06 - (ERGeeuileNmetess The calendar is turned to February, confirmed to be the month all 
ONE contestants had disappeared (see ONE 9 and the ONE Investigations series). 
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2:09 - The moment Bryce was teleported to the Plane. 

2:35 - Airy conjures clouds into the air, an ability he did not possess until this episode. As of 
ONE 17, it appears his abilities are limited to his environment. 

2:48 - Circle suspiciously moves out of position to show a distressed Liam sitting in the grass. 
Somehow, this leads him into the path of a pebble from above. 

4:36 - As Liam stares at the pebble in front of him, he hallucinates Stone giving him an unknown 
message. The sound of static plays in the background. 

6:34 - Liam's eyes appear colored in, a motif for knowledge of the truth. 

7:36 - His eyes disappear from his face after he mentions Amelia may only be away from the 
real world for a week. This is the first time the motif is reversed to show naivety. Amelia remains 
on the Plane permanently as of ONE 18. 


ONE 8 (The Plug Dream) 

0:02, 0:09 - During the elimination phase of this episode, Airy slips on the wet floor of the cave, 
falls to the ground, and shatters himself (see ONE 17 and 18). After this, Airy does not appear 
until the end of the episode. Airy is confirmed to have slipped as Liam also slips with a similar 
sound in ONE 18. 

0:40 - Liam remembers that all of the grass pointed towards the Sun and decides to investigate 
why. 

1:28 - The Plane is connected to a computer using a TRS cable. Airy's microphone has a 
separate connection to the computer. 

1:45 - The Plane appears to be a planet split into two halves, the competition grounds and a 
darker side. The darker side is used as a connection point to the computer. 

2:40 - Bassy appears unconscious in the background. This and her following elimination since 
ONE 12 are due to her voice actor leaving the show. 

4:23 - Charlotte's condition appears to have progressed, leaving her lethargic and unable to 
participate. 


5:44 - The background music here uses a distorted sound effect, similar to the intro of 

Evan Like Spinning Plates"MeeiamNaRadioheadk 

6:52 - Airy suddenly returns to continue hosting the competition. 

7:03 - The sound of rain is present in this scene, a weather condition not known to appear in the 
Plane. The raining sound comes from outside of the Plane as confirmed in ONE 18. Likely, the 
rain was the cause of Airy's accident. 

7:14 - Someone begins to hum in the background. As confirmed in ONE 18, this was Airy 
alelasaaiaem Around the Bend" by Pearl Jamk 


ONE 9 (Scatterbrain) 

0:00 - The thumbnail is an edited version of the album cover for BEWRCRUCMANOM® matclentect). 
On this album is the song mentioned below. 

0:39 - The ticking sound plays at the same tempo as the song in the title, 
eeleeet). This is meant to be used to sync the song to the video. 

0:44 - From this point on, the video serves as a music video for with its visuals 
matched to the lyrics. See my video for context. 

feels he fifth smiley face] 

2:04 - Outside of the Plane, Liam was missing long enough to be reported as "presumed dead". 
One theory is that he was missing for five or more years, the length of time before someone can 
request a person be "presumed dead" in California. However, this is debunked in ONE 13 when 
Liam confirms he was in the Plane for seven months. The date of Liam's disappearance was 
February 10th, the same as the other season two contestants (see ONE Investigations). 

3:51 - The note on the left is Bryce's address. Liam realizes its importance after remembering 
Bryce mentioned he was from Bridgeport, Connecticut (see ONE 1). 


ONE Season Two Teaser 
0:17 - Charlotte, Liam, Bryce, and Amelia have updated assets. This suggests these characters 
are important to the plot of S2. 


ONE Season Two Trailer 
No additional information 


ONE 10 (Rattlepate) 

0:00 - The title is a word which means "a chatterer", a reference to Liam's one-sided 
conversation with Bryce. 

0:40 - An appearance of radio static. 

1:49 - This note depicts a smokestack at night with arrows pointing to its top. Bridgeport Harbor 
Station's power plant has a similar appearance to this smokestack drawing. This building 
appears in ONE 13. 

1:51 - This note depicts a laptop with the name Silva written next to it (see ONE 11). 

1:53 - This note depicts the number five inside a circle. The note is a reference to the album 
cover of WRKeerENNam-cumeu, on which BXWitekuewsrsacm (see ONE 17 and 18) is featured. 


ONE 11 (Bradley) 


0:00 - The title is a reference to an important character in this episode. 

0:28 - On the wall is a framed photo of Bryce celebrating his graduation from college. The 
character to his left appears to be Stella (see ONE 14). 

1:28 - Bryce reveals the note with a drawing of a laptop and the name Silva is connected to one 
of his friends, Bradley Silva. 

2:12 - Bryce appears to be the new manager of Epic Burger. 

3:09 - Bradley explains that his laptop stopped allowing him to type in text boxes. This appears 
to be related to Texty. 

3:38 - This incorrect pronunciation of "carnitas" confirms that Texty is an entity on his laptop. 
The last sentence attempted to be typed with Texty before her first appearance in ONE was 
"how to say carnitas in spanish" [sic] (See ONE 3). 

4:45 - Bryce appears to pinch himself after saying he does not believe ONE was a dream. A 
common belief is that if someone pinches themselves and they feel pain, they are not ina 
dream. 


ONE 12 (Batch Two) 

0:14 - Texty mentions that she was part of ONE for only a few days. This aligns with Amelia's 
assessment that each challenge cycle is 12 hours long (see ONE 7). 

0:46 - If it is true that inanimate objects are hiding their sentience in this universe, then it may be 
the origin of the third batch of contestants. This is debunked in ONE 14 as Stone is from a 
separate universe. 

1:24 - Taylor is a retail cashier, possibly for a clothing store. She mentions this fact in the trailer. 
The website also says she has separated parents, possibly due to her father's imprisonment 
(see ONE Investigations: Charise Lantigne). Her image shows a person to her left, confirmed to 
be her friend Charise (see ONE 18). 

1:27 - Charlotte is a freight handler, a job that requires high levels of physical strength. This 
strength works well in the competition, especially for the challenge in ONE 5. The website also 
says she served jail time for petty theft. 

1:30 - Amelia is a yoga instructor, working for Garrett's gym (see ONE Investigations: Garrett 
Dennis). 

1:36 - The additional notes on Bryce reveal he has thalassophobia, an irrational fear of large 
bodies of water. This explains his paralysis during the challenge in ONE 6. 

1:42 - Bassy has a competition placement, revealing ONE to still be running. The real world 
reason for her elimination is because Bassy's voice actor left the show. 

1:59 - This page shows the contestants from season one of ONE. One of the contestants, 
Julien, appears in ONE 6 permanently dead. 

2:08 - Julien is a French contestant, which explains the title and description of ONE 6 (La Salle 
D'attente). His competition placement is N/A, meaning he was unable to be revived. This means 
Airy may not have had this ability in the first season. 


3:12 - The music that plays here appears to be a nod to [pygeyekxefeh Ala =//0[om en mel=\e)ne [= MelsesiaNiulal, 


a composition considered to be a musical portrait of New York City. 
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4:41 - Oscar remembers that Airy was an incompetent host who nearly led one of the 
contestants to their deaths. As confirmed in ONE 17, Airy accidentally killed every contestant 
except Oscar in the first competition. 

5:01 - Oscar mentions that the first season of ONE took place ten years before the second. This 
means Julien has been in (MEMMNENUMematelenn for the same time. In ONE 17, Airy corroborates 
this by saying he was in his universe with the Plane for a decade. 

5:12 - Oscar remembers seeing "a bunch of big sticks" which refers to the first challenge in 
ONE. The challenge appears to be consistent across both seasons. He also mentions that he 
"woke up" immediately after, implying he was the first to be eliminated. This is validated by his 
competition placement as 6th. 

6:18 - SF means "San Francisco" as confirmed in ONE 15. 

6:24 - Radio static plays during the silence, the same sound that played in ONE 6 in [eMMentnre] 
feel. Liam realizes the numbers on the notes are radio frequencies (as confirmed in ONE 13). 
The motif of colored-in eyes returns, suggesting his idea is the truth. These radio frequencies 
are used to connect to other universes (see ONE 14). 

Other information: The images on the Plane Database are partially censored if there are other 
people present. Currently, it remains unknown why Airy has done this. 


Liam's photo appears to have been taken in front of his desk at work and is partially blocked by 
a hand in the top left. How this photo was taken remains unknown but one theory suggests it 
was taken by a webcam. 


In Taylor's photo is one other individual, her friend Charise, to her left. (see ONE 18) 


Charlotte's photo appears to either have been taken by herself inside of a cave. This cave may 
have been where her first injury occurred. 


Amelia's photo appears to be a self-portrait in front of a beach. 
Bryce's photo depicts him passed out on the floor. The photo appears blurry as though it was 
taken in haste by a stalker. It appears to be within his apartment based on the stain on his 


carpet. 


Charlie's photo appears to have been taken inside his mom's house, carried by her. (see ONE 
18) 


None of the objects from the human world besides Bassy have a photo. This is likely because 
none of the others could have photos taken of them. 


Scarfy's photo is the most suspicious of those on the website. The photo depicts Scarfy either 
fighting or yelling at the person who took it. 


ONE 13 (Famous Last Words: It's No Code) 


0:00 - The title is a reference to (MeeliINElawcwellelelamaiemexere(s. One of its tracks, WANgeUlaremiats) 


Efi, is the /ast song to be heard in the show (see ONE 18). 

0:00 - The dialogue here: 

Liam - "It's for the radio, it has to be!" 

Bryce - "Are you sure it's not some sort of code?" 

0:50 - Outside the window is the smokestack along with the exact weather conditions on Stone's 
notes. 

2:49 - Liam notices Bryce's car keys laying on the nightstand. 

2:51 - (EWeuabsallevaclees Bryce is also brushing his teeth in this scene, a possible 
reference to Julien. 

3:07 - Liam left Bryce's apartment in the middle of the night. Texty is no longer on Bryce's 
bedside table, implying Liam has taken her with him. 

3:46 - Liam has crashed Bryce's car (see ONE 7) into a streetlight, likely from an inability to 
drive as well as the slick road surface. 

3:56 - A reference to ONE 6 when Liam stepped into the water in [ERWEnINemateen). This 
appears to foreshadow his later death in this episode. 

4:55 - Liam says he was in the Plane for seven months, debunking the theory listed under ONE 
9. 

5:01 - Liam refers to Bryce by his competition name. 

6:26 - Liam returns the car keys to Bryce which causes them to be struck by lightning. Their 
eyes appear colored-in, a motif for knowledge of the truth. 

6:34 - Radio static and other related noises play in the background. Confirmed in ONE 14 to be 


i eReathe Waiting Room} 


ONE 14 (Universe Modulation) 

0:00 - Throughout this episode, [EMUMElUseMateleml is depicted in a manner relating to each 
person who has died. Liam sees a vast plane covered in water; Bryce sees his home town 
along with his sister; and Texty sees internet videos of puppies. An orange gemstone appears to 
see another person named Jasmine. This episode also confirms that this room is a purgatory for 
all people who die. 

0:20 - One theory suggests these toy cars are a depiction of Liam and Amelia. Another theory is 
these toy cars are a depiction of Airy and Stella, as he may have crashed his truck into her. 
However, it seems most likely this is an allusion to Airy's cause of death, as he did not collide 
with a vehicle (see ONE 18). 

3:19 - The radio in [ERMEMMseMmelen is a device used to connect with other universes. UM is an 
initialism for "Universe Modulation" with each frequency a separate universe. 

3:47 - Placing the antenna in its upper position allows the radio's user to teleport to the selected 
universe. 

5:46 - This universe is possibly where the second batch of contestants originated. 

6:54 - Stone's universe appears to be an endless dark space with stones at its floor. 

7:53 - The kill switch on the Plane Database. The command appears to specifically isolate 
Backpack in one of its lines, though the significance of this remains unclear. 

8:20 - Texty accidentally uses the kill switch on a different character or set of characters. 
Confirmed in ONE 16 to have targeted Charlotte. 


8:24 - Every stone has colored-in eyes during the outro, suggesting they all possess the same 
knowledge of truth. 


ONE 15 (A Toast) 

0:33 - Bryce no longer sees a vision of his hometown but rather a vast plane covered in water 
like Liam,. 

1:22 - The radio frequency for "SF" appears to connect to the location where Liam was 
teleported. 
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3:50 - A superstition of the Royal Navy is that a toast is never to be made with water. Doing so 
would doom the honored to "a watery grave". Possibly a connection to ONE 17 where Liam falls 
into water, with his notes rendered unusable. Alternatively, it could refer to Airy's death in ONE 
18, caused by tripping on a bridge over a waterfall. 

5:04 - Bryce is teleported to an unknown location before Texty could activate the killswitch. The 
most common theory is that Airy teleported him back to the Plane to rejoin the competition, 
which was confirmed in ONE 16. 


ONE 16 (Bottle Episode) 

3:50 - Texty used the kill switch on Charlotte, causing her body to disappear into (feMMNeluse) 
Room} 

4:17 - Charlotte appears to have been reaching for someone from [REMMENUneMaeenn. Her body 
is also restored to her original state at the beginning of the competition. 

7:01 - The moment Bryce rejoined ONE. 


ONE 17 (You Move, | Send) 

0:00 - The title is a reference to the lyrics of MNgellateRilatsm=ilaleMleamstclamercua, featured in ONE 
18. 

0:21 - Bryce's competition placement has been updated to N/A for his rejoin. 

0:25 - The shapes coming out of the water are jagged and chaotic, indicating these are affected 
by one's mood. 

1:25 - Julien is back in his armchair, revealing [EMWElUselaeenn is based on the universe where 
a person dies. Each replication of this room for each universe serves an identical purpose. 

4:21 - Airy appears to be in control of the Plane by using a computer connected to it. 

4:25 - Airy has colored-in eyes during the brief intro, a motif for knowledge of the truth. 

5:10 - On the computer is a complex interface with no pattern in its controls. 

5:45 - Airy confirms the viewers are not real and he was the one choosing the eliminations. 

9:15 - Liam trips on the waterfall bridge and falls into the water along with the notes, causing 
them to be unusable. This becomes relevant in ONE 18 where Airy also falls off the waterfall 
bridge. 

10:13 - Airy confirms he is from the same universe as Liam. 

10:16 - After Airy's death, he used the radio in [IEMWEnINeMatee to teleport to the Plane world. 
10:31 - Airy assumes he has been in the Plane world for a decade, corroborating Oscar's 
statement from ONE 12. 

11:41 - Airy accidentally killed the season one contestants with a boulder, except for Calculatory. 


12:39 - Texty insists that Liam kill Airy, which he attempts in ONE 18. 
14:51 - The TRS cable connected to the Plane falls out of its socket. Confirmed in ONE 18 to 
have been pulled out by the remaining contestants. 


ONE 18 (Self-Titled) 

0:06 - The remaining contestants pull out the TRS cable connected to the Plane. 

2:38 — 2:54 - An additional season has been added to the Plane database, showing its first 
batch of contestants to be friends, coworkers, or relatives of the first batch from season one. 
2:45 - Alice is Charlie's mother (see ONE 1 and 12). 

2:46 - Garrett works as the manager of a gym, the same gym where Amelia is employed as a 
yoga instructor (see ONE 12 and ONE Investigations: Garrett Dennis). 

2:48 - Parker's photo is unusual, as it appears to have been taken inside of Charlotte's house, 
possibly during their argument in ONE 5. 

2:51 - Kylie's photo appears to be taken from surveillance footage at Epic Burger. 

3:59 - Liam causes an injury to his right leg. 

5:08 - Airy trips on the waterfall bridge and falls onto a rock spike, killing him instantly. He 
appears more cautious than before which may have been caused by Liam's fall. 

5:58 - On Earth, Airy seems to have worked as a truck driver. His cause of death was a traffic 
collision with an unidentified object. 

6:03 - Airy sees a vast plane of water in ((EMWElUneNaelen, confirming this to be the default 
appearance of the room. 

7:59 - The camera pans upward revealing the sun has disappeared from the Plane. This may be 
simple symbolism, as the Plane no longer has anyone controlling it. 

8:22 — 8:41 - That Person is credited for Liam, the character's real name, whereas John Dubuc 
is credited for Soda Bottle and Ame is credited for Moldy and Scenty, their competition names. 
10:12 - Airy now sees the Plane in ERWENINeEaelen, confirming the room can change 
appearance to depict the person's happiest or most impactful memory. 

10:14 - The Plane world appears to have the same glow around it as the planets created on this 
world. 


ONE Investigations: Charise Lantigne 

0:31 - Charise was talking to her friend Taylor over the phone, the night of her disappearance. 
1:28 - Taylor's disappearance occurred the night of February 10th, the same date as the other 
season two contestants (see ONE Investigations: Parker Robins) 

2:07 - According to Charise, Taylor seems to have a positive relationship with her mother. This 
seems contrary to how she describes her home life in ONE 3. 

2:31 - Taylor's father is imprisoned for tax evasion, likely the cause of her parents' separation, as 
described on the Plane Database (see ONE 12). 

3:51 - Taylor appears to have returned on February 13th, three days after her disappearance. 


ONE Investigations: Parker Robins 

1:20 - According to Ava, multiple individuals have reported disappearances under similar 
circumstances occurring the night of February 10th. 

1:35 - Parker reported Charlotte's disappearance the next morning, on February 11th. 


3:32 - Parker and six others provided Charlotte with money to pay for her medical treatment, 
roughly $3,000 per person, a total of about $21,000. 


ONE Investigations: Garrett Dennis 

1:02 - Amelia's disappearance occurred the night of February 10th, the last time Garrett saw 
her. 

1:15 - Garrett is a gym manager who hired Amelia for the nightly mindfulness class. 

2:45 - Amelia was teleported during a mindfulness class, the reason for her starting pose in 
ONE 1. 

5:13 - Taylor has identified three victims and reported one's return since Ava began her 
investigation. The victim who has returned is Bryce, based on his reluctance to give a report 
(see ONE Investigations: Kylie Harding) 


ONE Investigations: Kylie Harding 
All information from this episode is redundant. 


ONE Investigations: Alice Howling 

1:02 - Charlie's disappearance occurred the night of February 10th. She was unaware of his 
disappearance as she did not enter his bedroom before the next morning. 

1:25 - According to Taylor, Charlie appears to be a one-year-old boy. 

2:11 - Alice claims her son was there in the morning, meaning he was only away for a few 
hours. 


ONE Investigations: Owen Thompson 
0:18 - Liam's disappearance occured the evening of February 10th, shortly after Owen last saw 
him. 

1:13 - Ava appears to be a portable audio recorder. 

3:00 - Taylor's mom was not present the week of Taylor's disappearance. 
3:17 - Airy created Plane Database entries for season three based on the security footage from 
police stations. This also likely confirms that Airy gathered the images for the Plane Database 
from various camera sources.
